1. On 30 June 2015, the Director General received a letter from China, France, Germany, the 
Russian Federation, the United Kingdom, the United States of America and the Islamie Republic of 
Iran (Iran) reąuesting the Agency, on behalf of the E3/EU+3 and Iran, “to continue to undertake the 
necessary nuclear related monitoring and verification activities in Iran under the Joint Pian of Action 
(JPoA), until further communication” (see Annex). 

2. In light of the above, and based on the Board of Govemors’ endorsement of the Agency 
undertaking monitoring and verification in relation to the nuclear-related measures set out in the JPA, 
at its meeting on 11 December 2014, the Agency will continue to implement such monitoring and 
verification after 30 June 2015.
